Coxstastikoplk.  Sopt.  18,  1870. 
The  troubled  slate  of  Europe,  ns  yet,  has 
not  affected  the  wonted  peace  and  tranquility 
of  Turkey  In  imitation  of  the  course  pur- 
sued by  all  of  the  other  powers  the  Ottoman 
government  has  declared  its  perfect  neutrali- 
ty, and  even  called  upon  all  ol  the  Levant  ga- 
zettes to  abstain  from  ail  political  disserta- 
tions on  the  subject  of  the  war.  Notwith- 
standing these  measures,  each  of  the  papers 
shows  either  a  French  or  a  Prussian  coloring 
and  give  news  accordingly.  It  need  not  sure- 
ly be  added  that  the  French  are  extremely 
Sensitive  to  the  remarks  naturally  enough 
growing  out  of  the  lalse  position— not  to  use 
a  harsher  term — of  the  Emperor  and  France 
ris  m  wt§  the  triumphant  armies  of  Prussia  — 
liere,  as  in  France,  the  former  has  now  few 
friends  or  admirers  among  the  French  popu- 
lation of  Constantinople.  The  Levant  pos- 
sesses, de  lonyue  dale,  a  large  numlier  of 
quasi  French  subjects,  many  of  whom  have 
already  scarcely  ever  seen  the  country  to 
which  they  belong,  and  are  now  more  Levan- 
tines than  real  Frenchman;  and  yet  these  are 
loud  in  their  dissatisfaction  with  Napoleon. 
On  the  other  hand,  there  are  fewer  Prussians, 
and  yet  ail  the  German  population  here  feel 
proud  of  the  brilliant  f  it*  d annci  ot'  "Gcr 
many."  Whether  this  feeling  will  "ttrow 
with  its  growth  and  strencthen  with  its 
strength,"  and  all  those  lands  where'  I  the 
people  now  speak  German  will  hereafter  ih> 
com",  one  people,  under  a  German  emperor, 
to  the  dismemberment  of  Austria,  is  a  prob- 
lem for  future  development.  The  tendency 
is  in  "that  line,"  and  the  prowess  of  Prussia 
fully  shows  the  benefits  o!  a  confederacy  and 
the  positive  value  of  one  united  Faderland 
"L'union  fait  la  force,"  ("Union  is  strength ") 
is  a  good  adage,  and  if  developed  may  change 
very  much  the  map  of  Central  Europe.  M.itiy 
Frenchmen  and  Prussians  have  leit  Mamboul 
for  France — some  to  join  the  Garde  Mobile 
and  others  to  cast  their  lot  and  lives  any- 
where in  their  country.  The  la'ter  wiih  the 
landwehr,  stand  a  chance  of  rejoining  their 
first  organizations  of  this  cify  in  the  great 
capital  of  Paris.  S  uae  Ore; >ks  have  gone  to 
Paris  in  search  of  mi:itary  employment, 
which  is  far  better  than  brigandage  in  Greece, 
and  the  son  of  the  Greek  Minister  fts«ga.htj 
figures  as  a  colonel  on  the  staff  of  a  Prussian 
general.

Notwithstanding  the  neutrality  of  Turkey, 
she  isslowiy  and  surely  preparing  lor  event- 
ualities. She  is  calling  in  her  reserves  an  \ 
sending  some  uddttiotr.il  forces  to  Shutnla 
and  nu  the  Danube.  It  is  uot,  however,- very 
probable  that  these  will  be  needed,  because 
tlit t  gs  in  France  seem  to  point  to  an  early 
peace.  It  is,  however,  rumored  here  that  the 
Russian  government  has  already  notified  the 
five  Powers  which  signed  the  treaty  of  peac°, 
in  Paris,  in  lM."i>,  that  she  now  considers  that 
treaty  as  nuu  acenu — null  and  void — in  vit-w 
of  the  possibilities  of  her  being  exposed  to 
an  at'ack.  Indeed,  it  is  natural  that  Russia 
should  feel  deeply  the  ignom.uy  of  that  treaty 
which  prevents  her  rearing  Sebas'opo!  IM 
keeping  up  a  naval  force  in  the  Black  Si  a. 
Should  she  take  u  part  in  the  European  strug 
gle  and  draw  upon  herself  an  Euglish  naval 
force,  in  this  same  Black  Sea.  she  would  be 
wholly  unable  to  protect  her  own  territory 
there.  Such  a  slate  of  tilings  is  be/oad  bear- 
ing, and  so  it  is  uot  a  matter  of  surprise  here 
that  she  avails  herself  of  an  opportunity  of 
throwing  off  such  a  political  incubus  as  this 
same  treaty.

The  returns  of  the  census,  so  far  as  they 
have  come  to  hand,  indicate  in  the  maiu  a 
natural  and  satisfactory  increase  of  the  pop- 
ulation of  thel'uited  Sta'es.  In  some  sec- 
tions if  the  country- the  increase  hits  been 
slow — if,  indeed,  as  iu  1  lie  caseo!  Now  II:. mp- 
shire,  there  has  uot  beeu  a  positive  loss  of  pop- 
ulation from  the  census  of  i860 — while  in 
otiiers,  as  in  most  of  the  Western  States,  no- 
ticeably Ohio  'Hid  Illinois,  the  increase  has 
been  in  keeping  with  the  grand  destiny  of 
the  Union. 

In  a  review  of  the  census  statistics,  as  they 
present  themselves  in  their  scattered  and  in- 
complete form,  it  is  interesting  to  uote  how 
uuiversally  the  ambition  of  the  populous  cit- 
ies outstripped  the  reality,  as  determined  by 
the  figures  of  the  census-takers.  It  seems  to 
have  been  everywhere  accepted  as  a  matter  of 
course  by  such  towns  ns  Boston,  Chicago,  St. 
Louis,  &c  ,  nor  was  New  York  exempt  in  this 
belief — i hat  the  developments  connected  with 
the  progress  of  their  respective  municipali- 
ties would  astonish  the  country.  The  coun- 
try has  indeed  been  astonished,  as  in  the  mat- 
ter of  Boston,  wherof  the  returns  are  'I'l'.i  3B4, 
an  increase  upon  its  population  iu  l.%j,  made 
up  almost  entirely  of  the  people  of  several 
populous  suburbs  which  have  been  added  to 
the  old  city.  Boston  proper,  like  New  Or- 
leans, shows  but  a  slight  increase,  if  any  at 
alt. 

Among  those  cities  which  indicate  a  won- 
derful development  and  increase,  within  the 
last  ten  years,  are  Chicago,  Washington  City 
and  Cleveland,  Ohio  Within  that  time  Chi- 
cago has  largely  more  than  doubled  its  popu- 
lation, and  Cleveland  and  Washington  have 
doubled  theirs.  There  are  now  13,794  more 
people  in  Chicago  than  in  Boston.  In  the 
year  I860,  Boston,  with  a  population  of  177,- 
000,  led  Chicago,  of  which  the  population 
was  109.000,  by  nearly  f.9,000.  As  the  result 
of  the  present  census,  Boston  must  abandon 
all  hops  ot  competing  with  the  young  giant 
of  the  West,  which  lacks  but  3.000  of  holding 
within  its  limits  300,000  people.  The  pres- 
ent population  of  Washington  is  about  109,- 
000— a  remarkable  evidence  of  the  progress 
of  that  city.  Cincinnati  is  perhaps  the  only 
city  of  any  importance  in  Ohio  which  has  not 
made  acommenstirateincrea.se  in  population 
during  the  past  ten  years.  The  development 
of  Cleveland  has,  however,  beeu  extraordin- 

The  population  iu  18t»0  was  43,110;  it  fs 
now  93  018.  Within  the  last  dticade  it  has 
largely  outstripped  its  special  rivals,  Detroit 
and  Milwaukee.  In  1HC.0  the  two  cities  pos- 
sessed each  a  population  of  about  45,000. 
The  population  ol  Detroit  is  now  about  79,- 
601;  and  that  of  Milwaukee  71,463.  The 
foundation  of  the  progress  of  Ckvelaud  is 
based  upon  its  iron  manufactures,  petroleum 
refining,  its  trade  with  the  mineral  regions  of 
Lake  Superior,  and  its  coal  shipments  to  the 
like  regions.  It  is  rapidly  overtaking  Buffa- 
lo, which  now  foots  up  about  110,000  people. 
Toledo  is  auother  growing  Ohio  town.  Its 
imputation  iu  lHi>0  was  13.748;  it  is  now  31,- 
693  The  Ohio  cities  of  30,000  and  upwards, 
besides  Cleveland  and  Toledo,  are  Columbus, 
31.331,  and  Dayton.  30,336. 

The  Illinois  cities  next  to  Chicago  in  pop- 
ulation are,  Quincy,  25,368,  and  Peoria,'  21,- 
861.  The  most  populous  town  of  Iowa  is 
Keokuk,  with  12, 76^  people.  The  estimated 
population  Of  the  t.'ity  of  Allegheny,  in  Penn- 
sylvania, is  HrfBS;  that  of  Pittsburg,  B6.254. 
In  1761)  the  population  of  the  former  was  33,- 
129,  of  the  latter  57,098.  The  entire  popula- 
tion of  these  cities  and  a  number  of  suburban 
towns  is  about  186,000,  which,  under  an  act 
of  consolidation,  which  was  ouce  proposed, 
would  have  made  a  very  important  corpora- 
tion. The  aggregate  results  of  the  census  of 
the  largest  cities  show  that,  while  there  has 
deen  a  fair,  and,  in  some  cases,  remarkable 
increase  of  population,  yet  the  fears  that 
have  been  entertained  that  the  people  were 
Mocking  to  ijst  '.'.ties  from  the  rural  districts 
have  proTeit  groundless. 

The  fact  is  that  the  small  rural  towns  are 
chiefly  growing  in  importance,  while  the 
country  districts  bold  their  own  in  the  march 
of  population.  The  developments  of  the  cen- 
sus show  this  country  fourth  on  the  list  of  na- 
tions which  contain  citits  of  more  than  one 
hundred  thousand  inhabitants.  Of  such  cities 
there  are  fifteen  in  the  United  States,  viz. - 
New  York,  Philadelphia,  Broeiklyn,  Balti- 
more, Boston,  Chicago,  St.  Louie.  Cincinnati, 
New  Orleans,  Washington,  Buffalo,  Newark, 
San  Francisco,  Lousvil'.e,  and  Pittsburg. — 
There  are  but  three  countries  that  exceed 
this  number  of  cities  of  one  hundred  thou- 
sand and  more  population,  v.z.  The  East 
Indies,  with  21  cities;  Great  Britain,  with  16, 
and  China,  with  16.  The  order  of  other  na- 
tions in  this  respect  is  as  follows:  Turkey, 
10,  France.  8;  Italy,  7;  Russia,6;  Belgium  and 
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Turner  PlnTMM    In  the  Npy  »•  rviee. 

One  of  our  French  correspondents  writes: 
"The  last  discovery  is  that  the  means  of  com- 
munication between  spies  and  their  directing 
bureau  are  carrier  pigeons.  One  of  these 
birds  was  picked  up  in  the  town  of  Gisors  a 
short  lime  ago.  The  poor  thing  had  fallen 
from  exhaustion,  and  being  very  handsome, 
was  cared  for  by  his  captor,  who  on  handling 
him  found  beneath  one  wing  an  inscription 
in  Gorman  characters,  traced  with  indelible 
ink  on  the  feathers,  which  when  translated 
into  French,  read:  Chau  160.  Eup..  Rbt. 
The  pigeon  was  retained,  and  the  authorities 
have  put  a  stop  to  those  matches  which  were 
formerly  so  common  between  Belgium  and 
the  southern  provinces  of  France.  Wheu  wt 
bear  in  mind  that  there  are  ten  thousand  of 
these  trained  birds  which  could  convey  in- 
telligence in  six  hours  from  Paris  to  any  of 
the  frontier  towns  in  Belgium,  there  can  be 
little  surprise  felt  at  the  French  prohibition 
of  the  sport.  In  Ameriea,  few  persons  have 
any  idea  of  the  fervor  with  which  these 
pigeon  races  are  kopt  up  Contests  from  the 
extreme  southern  provinces  to  Brussels  in 
which  one  thousand  or  fifteen  hundred 
pigeons  are  sent  off,  and  in  which  the  first 
priz-j  is  a  service  of  plate  given  by  the  Belgium 
King,  arc  not  uncommon;  and  iniuor  races 
of  three  hundred  or  four  hundred  miles  are 
of  daily  occurrence  during  the  season.  So, 
although  partridge  shooting  is  forbidden  in 
thedepartmentoftheSiine.  it  is  perfectly 
admissible  to  exterminate  any  of  the  feathered 
tribe  which  hears  the  slightest  resemblance  to 
a  pigeon,  be  it  wild  or  tame.  According  to 
French  law  the  shooting  season  is  regularly 
opened  by  an  edi  i-t  signed  by  the  Prefect,  who 
makes  it  coiueide  with  the  gathering  in  of 
the  crops;  but  although  it  was  published  ns 
u-aiul  this  year,  an  afterthought,  told  Mr. 
Cheveau  that  it  would  be  better  to  save  all  the 
powder  for  the  Prussians,  nnd  a  second ilecree 
suspended  the  execution  of  the  first  until 
Franco  was  freed  from  the  snemies;  where- 
upon a  wav;  wrote  under  the  heading  ol  the 
original  prodam  ition,  which  was  Ouverlure 
de  la  Chatse,  the  words  'Aux  Prussiau.— 
New  Yo.  k  Post. 

AH  r.loqtietit  Tribute 

[From  the  Moiunlus  Ava|anohe. 

The  following  eloquent  tribute  to  the  late 
Chief  Justice  Marshall,  as  a  constitutional 
lawyer,  was  delivered,  by  Judge  T.  W.Brown, 
in  his  arg  iment  in  the  gas  case  before  Judge 
Heiskell.  a  couple  of  days  ago,  was  crowded 
out  for  want  of  space: 

"I  uin  confident,  may  it  please  your  honor 
that  the  argument  I  have  urged  against  the 
validity,  in  this  forum,  of  the  provisions  of 
the  stamp  act  now  in  consideration,  is  in  per- 
fect accord  with  the  interpretations  of  the 
Federal  Constitution,  announced  in  a  series 
of  cues  by  that  peerless  Judge,  Chief  Justice 
John  Marshall.  I  challenge  a  scrutiy  of  all 
the  deliverances  made  by  this  illustrious 
fndgot*  the  way  of  C  institutional  construc- 
tions for  the.  ratification  in  the  principle  and 
analogy  of  the  positions  taken  on  the  ques- 
tions on  behalf  of  the  plaintiff.  His  compre- 
hensive judicial  mind  ever  found  the  law 
subset  yient  to  justice,  and  never  felt  the  ne- 
cessity of  defeating,  by  technical  rigor,  the 
right.  His  comprehension  of  the  Federal 
Constitution  should  have  fho  greater  weight 
when  the  circumstances  that  surrounded  him 
are  considered.  The  brutalities  of  civil  war 
and  the  mildness  of  armed  factions  may  for  a 
while  huve  withheld  from  enjoyment  by  the 
people  those  limitations  on  central  and  Feder- 
al power,  that  exist  in  the  very  nature  of 
our  Republic;  but  the  legal  character  of  this 
great  mind,  can  never  disappear  from  the 
courts  ol  the  country,  nor  be  ignored  by  hon- 
est Judges.  Born  and  reared  iu  a  period  pro- 
ceeding the  revolution  of '76,  he  was  natural- 
ly imbued  with  the  doctrine  of  parliamentary 
omnipotence  that  pervaded  the  political  sys- 
tem of  our  British  ancestors.  It  was  neces- 
sarily adverse  to  his  habits  of  thought  to  re- 
cognize organic  limitations  on  legislative 
power.  Moreover,  he  was  supposed  to  belong 
to  a  political  school  formed  early  in  our  his- 
tory, favoring  a  strong  central  rule.  Then 
it  follows  that  when  he  interpreted  the  Fed- 
eral compact  in  behalf  of  the  Stales,  or  held

NAPOI.EOX's   Vir.WS   OF  THK  RECENT  PEACE  KE- 
COTIATIOXS,  AXI)   ON*  Til E   WAR  CEXER ALLY. 

[Special  to  the  Trilmne.] 
London,  October  3 — La  Situation,  the  Im- 
perialist London  organ,  will  publish  the  fol- 
lowing to-morrow,  headed  'The  Ideas  of  the 
Emperor."  Immediately  after  a  failure  of 
negotiations  with  Favre,  Bismarck  sent  to 
Wi  helmshoehe  an  exact  report  of  the  inter- 
view. The  Empetor  then  shut  himself  up  in 
his  cabinet.  The  same  evening  Castleman 
set  out  for  the  Prussian  headquarters  with 
the  following  uote,  wholly  in  the  Emperor's 
handwriting: 

"In  sending  me  news  every  day  of  events 
which  happened  since  the  hour  when  Provi- 
dence compelled  mo  to  surrender  my  sword, 
the  King  has  to  ask  the  opinion  of  his  pris- 
oner of  the  trials  which  the  Prussian  urmies 
impose  on  France,  in  what  he  believes  to  be 
the  interest  of  Germany.  The  Count's  com- 
munications confirm  me  in  the  opinion.  But 
is  the  time  indeed  come  for  me  to  respond  to 
this  two-fold  expectation  by  the  expression 
of  my  thoughts?  I'nlil  the  4th  of  September 
the  reserve  to  which  I  have  adhered  since 
Sedan,  was  due  to  my  firm  resolution  to  leave 
the  Empress  in  full  liberty  to  act  in  accord- 
ance with  the  purposes  of  my  country.  Since 
the  1th  day  of  September  I  c  uld  not  but  wish 
that  France,  eveu  at  the  sacrifice  of  my  dy- 
nasty should  succeed  iu  driving  the  invader 
beyond  her  natural  frontier.  Approaching 
the  Count,  as  they  did,  in  a  way,  the  result  of 
which  was  easy  to  foresee,  they  misrepre- 
sented the  real  character  of  the  war,  think- 
ing Id  be  rid  of  the  responsibility,  for  a  gen- 
oral  impulse,  to  the  influence  of  which  my 
Government  felt  bound  to  submit.  There- 
suit  was  to  dostrey  the  effect  of  motives 
which  they  have  not,  to  accept  the  conditions 
offered.  It  was  shots  all  to  paralyze  the  na- 
tional defense  at  the  very  moment  when  it 
was  about  to  assc-"»  oroportions  worthy  of 
France.  The  Couut  apH, to  be  unaware 
that  the  armistice  they  refused  was  necessa- 
ry to  the  reconstruction  of  the  regular  Gov- 
ernment, and  he  is  astonished  that  no  oue  of 
the  powers  legally  existing  should  have  given 
its  opinion  upon  what  he  considers  proof  of 
the  King's  moderation.  No  one  could  blame 
a  Frenchman  for  having  repaired  an  impru- 
dent step  by  refusing  to  accept  proposals  lit- 
tle in  accordance  with  our  glorious  past.  A 
duel  like  that  which  is  being  fought  between 
France  and  Germany  can  be  brought  to  an 
end  by  the  complete  ruin  of  one  of  the  two 
adversaries,  or  by  their  close  and  lo.i  al  re- 
conciliation. First  of  all,  then,  tho  Count 
ought  to  have  asked  l  imself  whether  Ger- 
many had  a  greater  interest  in  the  ruin  of, 
than  iu  alliance  with  Fiance.  If,  admitting 
the  formir,  Germany  docs  not  believe  France 
able  to  find  safety  in  her  despair,  even  though 
Europe  should  consent  to  remain  an  indiffer- 
ent spectator  ol  an  invasion  that  has  no  fixed 
limit. 

"The  interview  with  the  King  authorizes 
me  to  think  that  he  much  prefers  an  alliance 
with  France  to  her  ruin;  that  he  is  uot  free 
from  anxiety  as  to  the  results  of  th  >  struggle, 
aud  that  he  estimates  at  their  true  worth  the 
rights  which  a  perfect  acquaintance  with  the 
sentiments  manifested  during  the  sm  by  the 
different  nations  of  Europe  would  give  two 
countries  once  closely  uuited  If  such  were 
really  the  King's  opinion,  it  would  only  re- 
main to  point  out  the  means  of  giving  it  ef- 
fect But  does  it  belong  to  the  conquered  to 
define  the  obligations  of  the  conqueror?  That 
his  generosity  may  not  seem  more  burden- 
some than  his  demands.  I  can  remind  the 
Count  that  a  magnanimous  p.ilicy  never  ap 
peals  in  vain  to  the  hearts  of  the  French, 
while  nothing  is  ever  obtained  by  an  effort  to 
touch  the  cords  of  enotisin  of  fear,  which  will 
remain  unknown  to  that  nation,  whatever  re- 
verses Providence  may  inflict  upon  them. — 
France,  if  ■  generous  line  of  couduct  should 
incline  toward  a  close  and  loyal  alliance  with 
Germany,  would  be  first  to  agree  that  there 
was  no  longer  reason  for  the  existence  of  a 
line  of  defense  commanded  by  fortresses  be- 
tween two  Empires. 

"As  for  the  sacrifices  which  France  would 
have  to  endure  besides,  she  could  but  agree 
to  make  them  were  she  but  permitted  to  un- 
derstand the  immense  advantages  which 
would  accrue  to  the  nations  from  peace,  of 
which  their  own  will  would  be  the  sole  arbiter. 
In  this  view,  the  powers  obliged  to  hold  them- 
selves aloof  so  long  as  France  shall  preserve 
a  hope  of  success,  would  have  a  serious  rea- 
son for  intervention. 

"The  frank  and  clear  statement  of  the 
truth  I  have  always  made  established  between 
France  and  myself  a  current  of  sympathy 
which  nothing  will  be  able  to  destroy.  Were 
I  to  ullirm  that  our  honor  has  no  stain  to  fear 
from  reconciliation,  based  on  the  disarma- 
ment of  the  fortresses,  then  become  useless 
and  on  the  principle  of  a  war  indemnity  to 
be  settled  by  experts,  I  believe  peace  would 
be  possible.  These  conditions  may  p  event 
France  from  having  recourse  to  extremities 
which  caprice  or  chance  might  render  fatal 
to  the  social  order  of  Europe.  Taught  by  ex- 
perience a  sound  appreciation  of  the  divis- 
ions by  which  she  is  torn,  and  delivered  from 
the  scourge  of  war,  Franch  would  be  swift  to 
see  and  admit  that  her  misfortunes  are  due 
to  her  want  of  political  unity,  and  that  she 
must  henceforth  seek  her  prosperity  in  a 
strict  regard  to  the  inviolability  of  her  insti- 
tutions. 

"These  conditions  will  daily  have  less 
weight,  especially  if  tht?  King  hesitates  to 
take  them  into  account  before  attacking 
Paris. 

"The  terrible  shock  which  Providence  has 
permitted  between  Germany  and  France  may 
have  struck  out  a  spark  which  progress  will 
find  useful  to  the  moral  and  material  safety 
of  Europe;  but  if  on  both  sides  they  persist 
in  looking  to  force  as  the  only  solution  there 
will  surely  spring  out  of  this  shock  a  formi- 
dable unknown,  (un  incannu)  redounding  as 
much  to  the  misfortune  of  Germany  as  it  will 
to  the  tnisfortuue  of  France.

A  Chap' or  on  Fan*. 

The  origin  of  these  dainty  little  devices  of  a 
lady's  toilet  is  not  known.  Eve  may  have 
been  the  originator,  and  have  constructed  a 
leafy  fan  out  of  the  rare  foliage  of  Paradise. 
Certainly  thoy  must  be  as  old  as  woman's 
ingenuity,  and  always  a  necessity  ia  a  tropi- 
cal climate. 

The  Bible,  by  repeated  allusions  to  the  uso 
of  the  fan  as  an  instrument  for  winnowiug 
corn,  proves  that  the  Hebrews  were  intimate 
with  it;  while  the  p  tintiugs  on  the  walls  of 
tho  Egyptian  saloon,  preserved  by  the  British 
Museum,  as  well  as  the  inscriptions  on  some 
of  the  sepulchral  tablets,  bear  witness  to  its 
common  use  among  them. 

From  the  Egyptians,  the  Romans  and 
Greeks  adopted  the  fan;  aud,  centuries  after- 
ward, Catherine  de  Medicis  introduced  it  at  tho 
cjurt  of  France,  iu  the  shape  which  we  are 
all  accustomed  to  see. 

Before  this,  it  was  made  like  the  fiabehum 
of  the  Latins,  or  like  the  Chinese  and  Japan- 
ese fans  of  the  present  day,  in  the  shape  of 
screens  of  painted  paper,  silk,  or  crape,  or 
composed  of  feathers  mounted  on  a  han- 
dle. 

Tho  fan  did  not  make  its  appearance  iu 
England  until  the  reign  of  Honry  VIII.  The 
fine  gentlemen  of  that  period  seldom  appeared 
in  full  dress  without  this  appendage,  and 
Shakespeare  alludes  to  the  prevailing  foppery 
in  Love's  Labor  Lost,  when  Costard  exclaims: 

•*  Ohl  amo.t  dainty  mau. 

To  see  him  walk  before  a  Udy,  and  to  bear  a  fan." 

But  he  has  given  Margaret  of  Anjou  a  fan, 
when  they  wero  unknown— betwceii  1445  and 
1155;  and  at  that  period  they  surely  had  not 
been  seen  in  Europe.  Asia  held  them  within 
her  bound  iries,  and  it  was  not  uutil  1502  that 
their  use  became  general  in  Eugland. 

Tho  handle  of  Ihu  fan  was,  in  Queen  Eliza- 
beth's time,  the  most  costly  part:  aud  Roland 
White,  in  writing  to  his  friend,  Sir  Philip  Sid- 
ney, of  Earl  Leicester's  receptiou  of  Her 
Majesty  at  Kew,  in  1591,  says  that  on  her  first 
alighting,  "a  line  fanne,  with  handle  gar- 
uisht  with  diamonds,  was  presented  to  her." 

In  the  reign  of  Henrietta  Maria,  the  feather 
fau  assumed  a  more  graceful  shape,  but  was 
uot  less  expensive  than  those  of  the  Eliza- 
beth period,  and  iustead  of  being  held  togeth- 
er by  a  band  of  god  around  each  feather,  it 
fell  naturally  and  flowingly  from  a  handle  of 
goid  or  silver  filagree,  shaped  like  our  boquet 
holders,  and  often  adorned  with  jewels. 
Folded  fans  of  silk  or  paper  were  now  intro- 
duced, and  old  pastoral  scenes  and  persons 
in  ancient  literature  were  painted  tin 
The  fans  of  that  period  abound  with  " 
—little  fat  boys  floating  alott  in  the  clouds, 
waggling  head  over  heels,  like  so  many 
tumbling  pigeons.  Many  of  them  are  real 
works  of  art,  colored  and  desigtied  with  a 
care  that  seems  a  waste  of  genius,  when  we 
remember  how  rarely  the  pictures  are  fully 
unfolded.  The  parables  of  tho  B.bif  were  a 
favorite  subject,  und  a  scries  of  tableuux  from 
a  popular  novel  were  highly  esteemed.  Many 
of  the  French  fans  were  very  costly. 

Tim  painting  of  these  elegant  tnukels  had 
become  it  branch  of  artiu  which  the  first-rate 
artists  of  those  days  were  not  above  exhibit- 
ing their  skill.  The  subjects  generally  cho- 
sen were  of  an  Arcadian  character,  and  the 
fan  shone  resplendent  with  the  various  de- 
vices which  at  a  later  day  rendered  eloquent 
the  vulcntine-letters.  But  caricatuies  were 
sometimes  met  with,  and  in  tho  reign  of 
George  II  ,  Loggan,  who  had  been  the  dwarf 
of  the  Prince  and  Princess  ol  Wales,  estab- 
lished himself  as  a  fan-painter  at  Tunbridge 
Wells,  and  sketched  pictures  of  that  kind  on 
his  wares  with  such  fidelity  that  they  brought 
him  much  custom.  Poggi  painted  exquisite 
fans,  whose  subjects  were  designed  by  Rey- 
nolds, West,  Cipriani,  and  Angelica  Kauff- 
man.  Miss  Bumey  tells  us  that  the  Duchesa 
of  Devonshire  presented  one  of  his  fans  to 
some  French  woman  of  rank,  for  which  she 
paid  thirty  poWids.  Marston,  in  his  satires, 
tells  us  that  some  of  tho  feather  fans  of  the 
sixteenth  century  were  held  at  as  high  a  price 
as  forty  pounds.  But  modern  extravagance 
has  tar  exceeded  these  prices.  The  Empe- 
ror of  Morocco  possesses  one  of  these  dainty 
buubles,  the  jewels  of  which  cost  more  than 
one  thousand  pounds. 

Watteau  brought  the  art  of  fau  painting  to 
a  high  degree  of  artistic  merit,  and  iu  his  d;.y 
no  lady  of  fashion  in  France  or  England  was, 
under  any  circumstances,  dressed  without  it. 
It  was  as  needful  to  her  as  to  a  Chinaman — 
whether  he  be  one  of  the  7300  ambulatory 
barbers  of  Canton,  or  a  traveling  shoemaker 
— and  its  constant  use  familiarized  its  fair 
owners  with  all  the  graceful  evolutions  with 
which  a  Spanish  donna  attracts  the  notice  of 
her  cavalier.  It  is  like  another  hand  in  that 
of  a  fair  practitioner,  for  it  commands,  re- 
calls, directs,  caresses,  and  expresses  all  the 
emotions  of  tenderest  agitation  or  indignant 
anger,  while  all  its  movements  are  filled  with 
piquant  pus  graceful  power. 

In  the  memoirs  of  the  Duchess  of  Marlbor- 
ough, we  read  that  Queen  Mary,  who  encour- 
aged every  demonstration  of  public  opinion 
which  her  father  had  discouraged  and  forbid- 
den, witnessed  the  dramatic  representation  of 
the  Sptnish  IViar,  but  was  quite  abashed  by 
the  repartees  therein  contained,  which  could 
be  readily  applied  to  herself,  and  was  forced 
to  hide  her  blushes  behind  her  large  fan, 
while  asking  for  her  palatine  hood,  or  any 
article  of  dress  to  conceal  her  face.  Thu« 
this  graceful  trifle  has  played  its  part  in  all 
history,  and  has  produced  mischief,  masked 
scorn,  concealed  blushes  and  shame,  aud  be- 
hind its  screen  the  tenderest  confessions 
have  beeu  made;  but,  alas !  characters  have 
been  whispered  away,  rent  and  torn  I 

A  fan-show  has  recently  been  held  at  the 
South  Kensington  Museum,  in  London,  aud 
thousands  of  these  beautiful  toys  have  been 
exhibited.  The  Empress  Engenie  contribu- 
ted largely  to  the  collection,  and  many  of 
them  were  decidedly  works  of  art.  Several 
of  them  dealt  with  Scripiural  subjects.  On 
one  was  depicted  a  judgment  of  Solomsn,  the 
child  being  similar  iu  size  to  tho  "loves" 
which  are  usually  p  ;rtrnyed  oU  snch  baubles. 
Another  represented  the  parable  of  the  sower 
and,  again,  the  story  of  Ruth  and  Boaz  was 
seen. 

Funs  of  most  costly  workmanship  are  an 
important  part  of  a  fair  lady's  toilet  in  our 
own  country.  Some  of  these  "modish  little 
machines"  have  sticks  of  pearl  extending 
nearly  to  upper  edge,  and  are  mounted  with 
satin  of  the  color  of  the  dress,  trimmed  with 
rare  point-lace;  from  thirty  to  fifty  dollars  is 
paid  for  them.

It  will  be  s"i«n  by  the  following  note,  ad- 
dressed to  the  Orjarr  of  Namar  by  Marshall 
McMahon,  now  residing  at  Pouru-anx-Bo  3

Marshal  McMahon  (nil  wounded  on  the  1st 
ol  September,  at  six  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
at  the  very  commencement  of  the  last  battle, 
in  which  he  held  no  command.  It  was  by  or- 
der of  the  Minister  of  war,  Countede  Palikao, 
and  of  the  committee  of  Defeuee,  that  he  ex- 
ecuted the  march  which  proved  so  tatal  to 
tho  arms  of  France.  This  is  what  infalliby 
happens  winn  people  take  upon  them  to  di 
rect  the  movements  of  distant  armies  from 
the  closet.  Iu  these  circumstances  oue  can 
draw  up  a  general  plan,  but  0110  cannot  de- 
scend to  details;  aud  this  is  what  General 
Cousin  de  Montauban  forgot,  Marsha!  Mc 
Million's  intention  was  to  fall  back  on  Paris, 
after  having  recognized  the  army  so  untortu- 
nately  undone  at  Sedan. 

He  was  not  permitted  to  accomplish  his  wise 
project.

The  following  is  a  translation  of  the  test  of 
the  Duke  of  Fitz  James's  letter  on  tbe  burn- 
ing of  Bazeilles.  addressed  to 
Times  in  French.  The  Doke  of  FitsJi 
it  may  be  observed  is  neither  a  Napoleoniat 
nor  a  Republican.  Qe  is  the  head  of  the 
semi-royal  family  of  the  Fitz-Jamsea,  de- 
scendants of  the  great  Marshal  Duke,  of  Ber- 
wick, the  son  of  James  II.  of  England  : 

Sir:  I  have  come  from  Sedan.  Sines  we 
left  Chalons  I  have  not  quitted  our  courage- 
ous though  unfortunate  army.  Charged  ia 
c  >mp»ny  with  ths  Prince  of  Sagan,  with  the 
duty  of  placing  the  ambulance*  of  tbo  Intsr- 
:iau,.;nl  Society  for  aiding  the  wounded 
wherever  they  might  best  render  the  services 
which  entitled  them  to  general  gratitude.  I 
bats,  seen  everj  li.-ld  of  battle  from  Beaumont 
to  Sedan,  spoil  wbieb  our  soldiers,  crushed bj 
numbers,  have  fallen  gloriously  for  Franco. 
I  might  sir,  givs  a  long  mournful  recital  of 
the  new  dangers  which  menace  my  country, 
I  will  only  speak  of  what  took  place  at  Bazeil- 
les. I  wish  to  alter  but  one  cry  of  indigua- 
tior.  Bazeill  is  near  the  Meuae.  about 
eizht  kilometers  from  Sedan.  On  the  evening 
of  August  SI  the  brave  villagers, 
-nt-my  arrive,  assumed  their 
N'at.onal  Guards  and  aided  the  army  in 
defense  against  a  Bavarian  corps  and  1 
t!f  Division  Saw!**  of  Frfurt,  of  tbe  Fourth 
Corps  of  the  Prussian  ReserTe.  The  French 
army  was  repulsed  The  enemy  entered  Ba- 
zeilles, and  th-  n  began  scenes  of  horror  and  of 
excess  without  name  which  stain  forevsr 
'limit  them.  The  Bavarians  and 
Prussians  to  punish  the  inhabitants  for  do- 
feading  themselves  set  fire  to  the  villag*. 
I  u.-  ag -ater  portion  of  tho  National  Guards 
were  killed,  the  population  bad  taken 
in  the  cellars;  women  and  children  all 
hurueJ,  of  two  thousand  s..uls,  scarcely 
hun  lr  .1  are  left,  who  gall  how  they  saw  Ba- 
varians pushing  back  whole  families  into  the 
flames  and  shooting  down  women  who  wanted 
toru:iaway.  I  saw  with  my  own  eye*  the 
smoking  ruins  of  this  wretched  village;  there 
is  not  a  3: ngle  house  standing.  A  stench  of 
burnt  human  flesh  makes  the  stomach  revolt 
I  have  seen  the  bodies  of  the  inhabitants  cal- 
e-.-l  on  their  doorstep.  This.  Mr.  Editor  f 
cannct  allow  to  remain  unknown.  War  baa 
its  rigors,  but  it  has  also  its  rules  based  on  the 
laws  of  honor  and  humanity.  Those  laws, 
you  B avarians,  you  Prussians  who  vers  at 
Bazeilles,  have-been  violated  by  you.  You 
have  disgraced  few  victory.  I  appeal  to  the 
world,  to  history  to  judge  yon  I  ask  whether 
you  have  the  right  to  lay  down  a  principle 
that  you  may  slaughter  the  women  and  chil- 
dren of  a  village  whose  inhabitants,  seeing 
you  arrive  defend  their  home*  and  their 
country.  In  every  case  the '.National  Guard 
is  a  regular  troop,  as  the  fourth  and  fifth  man 
afjoe  had  even  in  the  name  of  your  own  ter- 
rible system  the  right  to  burn  Bazeilles;  yo« 
kil'e  Hi  r  killing  sake-  you  c  onducted  your- 
selves bke  savng.'s,  and  not  like  soldiers. 
This,  Mr  Editor,  ia  what  I  feel  a  duty  upoa 
me  to  write  and  to  submit  to  the  judgment  of 
a'i  men.

J  AMES  SPEED 
which  we  published  in  our  last  hsuc  is 
strangely  inconsistent  with  his  votes  while 
a  member  of  the  Kentucky  Legislature. 
Boyd  Winchester  has  only  to  turn  baek 
to  SftEO's  old  record  to  answer  his  pres- 
eut  positions.  The  course  for  Winches- 
is  to  attack  ceaselessly,  and 
to  his  explanations, 
can  beat  him  easily.  The 
fact  is  that  few  Radicals  iu  Louisville  are 
more  obnoxious  to  the  Democrats  and 
Conservatives  than  James  Speed. 


We  call  the  attention  of  the  Ironton 
Journal  to  the  fact  that  we  did  not  say 
the  days  of  the  Democracy  iu  Kentucky 
were  numbered.

But  the  Democratic  party  is  not  likely  to 
die  soon.  It  will  certainly  livn  go  Jong  as 
the  policy  of  the  Radicals  renders  neces- 
sary the  existence  of  an  opposing  organ- 
ization which  loves  liberty  aud  opposes 
he  exercise  of  unlimited  and  irresponsi- 
ble power  by  Congress. 


The  Radicals  have  brought  out  no  op 
position  to  Hon.  John  M.  Hue,  and  wc 
hope  they  will  not.  But  it  will  not  do  for 
the  Democrats  and  Conservatives  to  be 
apathetic  and  lukewarm  on  this  account. 
They  must  remember  that  a  Radical  can 
be  placed  iu  the  field  two  weeks  or  even 
a  week  before  the  election,  and  still  com- 
mand the  votes  of  the  plain  and  colored 
members  of  the  party.  There  are  fewer 
white  Radicals  in  the  District  thau  there 
were  two  years  ago,  but  this  decrease  has 
been  more  than  made  up  by  the  accession 
of  the  negro  clement.  We  do  uot  think 
the  Democratic  majority  over  all  is  as 
large  as  it  was  formerly,  but  it  is  still  large 
enough  to  give  us  the  District  by  a  decid- 
ed vote.  Let  the  Democrats  be  energetic 
and  vigilant  iest  a  Radical  should  enter 
the  field  at  the  last  hour,  and  find  us  with 
our  vizors  up,  and  our  armor  off.  We 
hope  that  the  Committees  in  the  different 
counties  will  see  to  it  that  every  man  shall 
be  brought  to  the  polls.  The  advantage 
of  bringing  a  full  vote  to  the  polls  will  be 
in  paralysing  the  Radical  effort  in  the 
future.  Those  who  have  aspirations  in 
this  District  should  remember  to  exert 
themselves  on  the  present  occasion,  for 
the  more  overwhelming  the  majority  now 
the  less  necessity  will  there  be  for  vigor  iu 
tho  future.  It  will  not  do  for  the  blue 
grass  to  fall  back  in  our  majority  while  a 
mountain  candidate  is  iu  the  field.  (Jen- 
tlemeu  from  the  rich  pastures  of  Mason, 
Fleming,  Bath  and  Montgomery  may  at 
some  future  day  neod  tho  help  of  the  men 
from  the  pea  vine  region,  and  the  best 
way  to  obtain  it  will  be  to  roll  up  a  big 
majority  now  for  John  M.  Rice.  The 
men  of  the  mountains  may  be  clanuish  ; 
but  there  cau  be  no  question  that  they  are 
grateful  aud  remember  their  friends.  The 
mcu  who  now  put  forth  their  strength  for 
John  M.  Rice  will  not  fail  to  have  the 
recognition  of  their  zeal  recorded  ou  the 
mountain  heart. 


The  letter  of  King  William  accepting 
the  surrender  of  Napoleon  is  a  model  of 
courtesy.  It  is  not  at  all  probable  that 
his  personal  reception  of  his  defeated  foe 
differed  rn  spirit  or  in  manuer  from  this 
letter.  The  accouuts  that  represent  him 
to  have  acted  boorishly  were  evidently 
false.  Though  a  stern  and  unyielding 
man,  having  precious  little  respect  for  the 
will  of  his  people  when  in  conflict  with  his 
owu,  the  King  of  Prussia  possesses  all  the 
chivalry  of  Kuighthood,  as  he  is  the  type 
of  a  soldier  in  person. 


The  Chicago  Timet  says  :  Mr.  Brooks, 
a  member  of  Congress  from  New  York, 
has  demonstrated  that  the  reduction  of 
taxation  during  the  last  session,  of  which 
the  Radicals  have  boasted  so  much,  was 
made  entirely  iu  the  interest*  of  New  Eng- 
land. The  taxes  repealed  on  gross  re- 
ceipts, sales,  special  taxes,  etc.,  amounted 
to  t4,£28.Ut*J  iu  the  State  of  Massachusetts 
alone — a  sum  equal  to  the  amount  of  the 
.same  taxes  iu  .eight  or  tcu  of  the  other 
States  of  the  Tniun.  The  result  of  this 
partial  and  partisan  reduction  is,  that  New 
Kngland  finds  incalculable  relief,  while  the 
rest  of  the  country  suffers  about  as  much 
as  before. 

The  Radical  effort  to  show  that  the  rest 
of  the  country  is  relieved  at  the  same  time, 
because,  as  purchaser,  it  pays  less  for  what 
New  Kngland  sells,  now  that  the  tax  on 
gross  receipts  aud  sales  has  been  taken  off, 
is  fallacious.  It  is  true,>s  a  rule,  that  the 
cousumers  pay  the  taxes  and  enjoy  the  re 
lief,  bat  this  case  is  an  exception,  in  so  far 
as  Um  New  England  manufacturers  are 
still  protected  in  their  exhorbitaut  price 
by  tha  tariff.  Were  there  no  tariff,  the  ro- 
of taxes  would  have  benefitted  the 
i:  but,  as  it  is,  the  manufactur- 
ers keep  up  their  prices,  which  are  kept  up 
by  the  tariff.  The  consequence  is,  that  the 
radical  redaction  of  taxes  duriug  the  last 
seasioo  of  Congress  has  simply  added  to 
the  profits  of  New  England,  while  the  rest 
of  the  country  pays  as  uiueh  aud  suffers  as

The  Democrats  of  the  Sixth  Congres- 
sional District  could  not  agree  iu  their 
Convention  at  Walton  and  adjourned  to 
meet  at  Newport  on  the  tith  inst.

Now  if 
the  two  bodies  had  met  together,  with  on- 
ly twelve  delegates  from  Booue  admitted 
for  Jonks,  the  Artiiir  men  would  have 
had  the  majority,  could  have  elected  their 
own  Chairmau,  have  chosen  their  own 
Committee  on  credentials,  and  decided  the 
claims  of  the  contesting  eighteen  to  suit 
themselves.  To  have  accepted  this  prop- 
osition would  therefore  have  been  to  yield 
everything  to  A  RUH  R.  The  proposition 
was  therefore  rejected.  The  friends  of 
Col.  J  ONES  proposed  to  submit  the  claims 
of  both  candidates  to  a  primary  election 
by  the  Democrats  of  the  whole  District, 
the  person  receiving  the  highest  number 
of  votes  to  be  the  candidate  of  the  party; 
or  to  submit  the  claims  of  the  contesting 
delegates  from  Boone  to  a  primary  elec- 
tion of  the  Democrats  of  that  couuty,  the 
delegates  receiving  the  majority  of  the 
votes  in  the  coanty  to  cast  the  vote 
of  the  county  in  a  subsequent  Conven- 
tion. These  propositions  occur  to  us 
to  be  fair  and  honorable,  but  they  were 
both  rejected  by  the  friends  of  Arthtr. 
A  proposition  was  then  made  from  the 
Arthur  party  for  both  the  candidates  to 
withdraw,  which  was  rejected  by  the  Jones 
men.  One  meeting  then  nominated  Col. 
Jones  and  the  other  Arthur. 

The  Democratic  majority  in  the  District 
'!■«■-  not  exceed  two  thousand,  and  if  both 
candidates  continue  to  run  both  will  be  de- 
feated and  Wriuuson,  the  Radical  candi- 
date, will  be  elected.  This  is  a  contingen- 
cy that  ought  to  be  prevented  it  possible. 
We  do  not  mean  that  any  principle  of  sub- 
stantial right  and  justice  should  be  sur- 
rendered for  the  sake  of  harraouy,  but  it 
may  be  that  one  or  the  other  of  the  candi- 
dates might  be  ruled  off  the  track  with- 
out such  a  sacrifice.  The  best  thing  that 
could  be  done  would  be  for  the  District 
Committee  to  call  a  primary  election  of 
the  whole  District,  and  let  the  Democrats 
vote  for  the  mau  who  may  obtain  the  ma 
jority  in  the  District.

The  failure  to  Mflg 
tiate  a  single  bond  is  depressing,  but  it  does 
not  follow  that  the  hope  of  completing  the 
road  must  forever  be  uhaudoued.  The  neces- 
sary means  lo  complete  the  road  may  here- 
after be  raised  by  the  sale  of  bonds,  and  the 
present  check  may  be  of  a  temporary  char- 
acter simply.  The  worst  thing  that  can  p..-si 
bly  transpire  will  leave  us  to  choose  between 
two  courses:  To  sink  our  stock  and  give  the 
roikd  as  far  as  finished  to  some  energetic 
company  who  will  guarantee  Us  completion; 
or  to  go  forward,  provide  the  means  for  its 
completion  out  of  our  own  pockels,  build  the 
road  and  own  it  ourselves.  But  we  will  not 
anticipate  these  contengencieF,  ithsr  of  which 
would  meet  with  no  inconsiderable  opposi- 
tion from  tho  people.  We  piefer  to  hope  that 
there  will  be  nothing  more  vexatious  and  des 
couraging  than  an  incouvenient,  annoyiug 
and  injurious  delay.  A  railroad  that  hud 
more  than  a  million  of  dollars  in  work  given 
it  as  a  bonus  to  start  on,  which  has  a  valid 
subscription  of  over  6700,000,  the  entire  cost 
of  which  will  be  less  than  $1,00(1,000,  and 
vnich  is  located  in  such  wealthy  counties  as 
Mason,  Fleming,  Nicholas  and  Bourbon, 
ought  not  to  break  down  or  fail  to  be  built 
for  the  want  of  means.  Bonds  based  on  a 
far  less  substantial  security  are  sold,  and  at 
a  good  figure,  too,  every  day;  and  we  are  dis 
posed  to  believe  that  a  sufficient  amount  of 
the  bonds  of  the  Maysville  and  Lexing- 
ton Railroad  Company  to  complete 
the  road  to  Carlisle  may  be  also  sold.  We

In  the  meantime  it  is  important  to  the 
taxpayers  not  to  become  disheartened  and 
sacrifice  their  tax  receipts.  In  small  sums 
these  receipts  bavo  been  sold  as  low  as  ten 
cents  on  the  dollar,  but  this  ought  not  to  be 
the  case.  They  arc-  really  worth  far  more 
than  this.  The  larger  taxpayers  ought  not 
to  think  of  taking  less  than  fifty  cents  on  ihe 
dollur  for  their  receipts.  Rather  than  accept 
l>!ss  they  ought  to  h^ld  them.  The  advant- 
age that  speculators  may  take  of  the  present 
lull  is  one  of  the  iucidents  that  it  will  he- 
hooves  the  community  to  guard  against.  We 
learn  that  the  road  will  be  finished  to  a  point 
twenty  miles  from  Maj'sville,  and  work  will 
then  stop  until  means  can  be  raised  for  fur- 
ther progress.  This  twenty  miles  of  road 
will  be  worth  every  cent  it  will  have  cost  us. 
It  will  not  oe  as  valuable  as  a  longer  road, 
but  it  will  be  tho  beginning  of  a  system  of 
roads  that  will  yet  make  Maysville  prospci- 
ous  and  wealthy. 


'A*  it  occurs  to  us  there  is  no  good  reason 
for  despair  of  the  carrying  out  of  our  railroad 
enterprises.  Those  who  have  the  mutter  in 
charge  made  a  mistake  in  notjbaving  put  the 
bonds  of  the  Maysville  and  Lexington  Rail- 
road Company  upon  the  market  at  an 
earlier  day.  With  the  money  at  his  disposal 
the  contractor  could  very  easily  have  pushed 
the  road  to  Carlisle  before  this  and  probably 
would  have  done  it  The  amount  of  interest 
on  the  bonds  it  would  have  been  necessary  to 
have  sold  would  have  been  more  than  re- 
turned by  the  advantage  of  the  road  to  the 
taxpayera.  It  wus  an  error  to  wait  until  the 
Company  was  in  debt  to  the  contractor,  and 
out  of  funds,  before  placing  the  bonds  upon 
the  market.  The  delay  takes  place  at  the 
very  season  of  the  year  most  propitious  for 
operations.  A  delay  at  this  time  will  almost 
necesssrily  compel  adelav  until  spring.  But 
this,  it  seem,  to  us,  ig  the  worst  that  need  be 
apprehended  It  will  not  be  oecesgary  to  sink 
the  stock  of  the  road  and  let  it  go  mo  far  as 
completed  into  the  hands  of  others.  It  will 
not  be  necessary  to  place  another  tax  upon 
our  heavily  burthened  people.

Mr.  .lames  Cheany,  his  niece  Miss  Belle 
Cheaiiy,  a  young  lady  of  about  18  years  of 
age,  and  his  nephew,  Willie,  a  lad  of  13,  were 
returning  in  a  l.ugjy  from  a  visity  to  some 
relatives  near  Millersburg,  aud  when  just  be- 
yond our  Fair  (irounds  the  horses  became 
frightened  at  a  goat  and  ran  off.  The  lines 
breaking  and  the  horse  kicking  furiously  all 
the  parties  attempted  thoir  escape  from  the 
buggy  by  jumping  out.  The  little  boy  had 
his  skull  badly  fractured  and  died  in  about 
four  hours  Miss  C.  in  attempting  lo  get  out 
of  the  buggy  had  her  dress  caught  in  some 
wa;i,  and  with  her  bead  down  was  dragged  at 
a  furious  rate  some  three  hundred  yards  and 
was  finally  relieved  from  her  perilous  posi- 
tion, but  not  until  she  was  most  severely  in- 
jured. The  scalp  on  the  back  of  the  head 
having  been  torn  from  the  bones  to  the  crown 
and  pulpifi(>d  by  the  terricle  pounding  on  the 
hard  turnpike  She  is  now  lying  in  a  very 
critical  condition,  but  hopes  aro  entertained 
of  her  recovery. 

Mr.  Cheany,  an  old  gentleman  of  sixty-five 
had  the  neck  of  his  thigh  bone  broken  and 
was  otherwise  badly  bruised.  He  will,  in  all 
probability,  remain  a  cripple  for  life. 

Soon  after  the  accident  a  large  number  of 
persons  assembled  on  the  ground.  Dr.  Kc  • 
ler  and  Filbian  were  called  aud  the  sufferers 
removed  to  Mr.  Wm.

States. 

To  the  information,  the  defendants  filed 
demurrers,  upon  which  Judge  Ballard  ren- 
dered the  following  opinion,  overruling 
them 

OPl.NIOS  OK  MM  BALLARD. 

United  Stales  vs.  John  P.  Thompson. 

This  is  a  proceeding  by  quo  warranto,  or 
rather,  by  information  iu  the  nature  of  a  quo 
warranto.  It  was  instituted  under  the  four- 
t?enth  section  of  the  act  of  Congress,  entitled 
'  An  act  to  enforce  the  right  of  citizens  of 
the  United  States  to  vote  in  tho  several  Slates 
of  this  Dawum,  add  for  other  purposes  approv- 
ed May  H,  1870. 

The  information  alleges,  I  think,  in  apt 
form,  that  the  said  Thompson,  ou  the  1st  of 
September,  1 -.'»'.».  took  an  oath  as  executive 
officer  of  the  Slate  of  Keutucky,  to  act  as 
clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court  for  Daviess  county 
to  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States;  that  he  afterward,  in  January,  18C2, 
engaged  in  insurrection  and  rebellion  against 
the  United  States;  that  he  has  for  the  last 
twelvemonths  claimed  to  hold  and  now  holds 
a  civil  office  uuder  the  State  of  Kentucky,  to 
wit:  the  office  of  clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court 
for  Daviess  county,  iu  the  State  of  Kentucky, 
contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  third  section 
of  the  fourteenth  article  of  amendment  of  the 
Constituliou  of  tho  United  States  of  Ameri- 
ca. 

The  defendant  has  demurred  to  the  infor- 
mation and  through  his  counsel  has  made 
several  points. 

It  is  urged,  that  the  information  is  defec- 
tive: I.  It  does  not  state  in  what  rebellion 
the  defendant  engaged,  nor  what  acts  the  de- 
fendant performed. 

The  informatiou  does  allege  that  defendant 
did,  on  some  day  subsequent  to  the  first  of 
December,  1859,  to  wit,  the  1st  of  January, 
18G2,  engage  in  rebellion,  and  the  court 
knows  that  but  one  rebellion  against  the 
United  States  has  occurred  since  December, 
1859,  and  that  was  inaugurated  in  1861. 

The  information,  therefore,  is,  in  judge- 
ment of  tbe  i  ourt,  sufficiently  explicit  in 
pointing  out  the  particular  rebellion  to  which 
reference  is  malr.  Indeed  ,1  am  not  at  all  con- 
vinced that  even  this  particularity  was  re- 
quired. The  disqualifying  act  announced 
by  the  Constitution  consists  in  engaging  in 
rebellion  after  having  taken  an  oath  to  sup- 
port tho  Constitution  of  the  United  States; 
and  it  seems  in  no  respect  material  when  the 
rebellion  engaged  in  occurred,  provided  the 
engaging  iu  it  was  subsequent  to  the  taking 
of  the  proscribed  oath.  Nor  do  I  think  it  was 
at  all  necessary  to  specify  tho  particular  acts 
of  rebellion  committed  by  the  defendant 
This  is  not  au  iudictmeut  for  treason.  It  is 
a  civil  proceeding  in  which  no  particularity 
is  required.  Nothing  more  is  demanded  in 
such  case,  than  'that  the  defendant  should 
have  reasonably  certain  information  of  the 
matters  alleged  against  him;  and  this  defend- 
bas  here.

2.  It  is  coulcnded  that  the  olDce  of  clerk 
ot  circuit  court,  in  this  State,  is  neither  nn 
executive  nor  a  judicial  office  within  the 
meaning  of  the  amendment  of  the  Constitu- 
tion. There  may  he  some  question  whether 
clerks  of  courts  belong  to  the  executive  or  to 
the  judicial  department  of  tho  Government, 
but  there  cau  do  harily  any  question  that 
they  are  executive  though  ministerial  officers, 
and  from  the  very  foundation  of  the  State 
they  have  been  classed  with  the  executive 
and  judicial  officers,  who  are  required  to  take 
an  oath  to  support  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States. 

3.  It  is  contended  that  a  circuit  court 
clerk  is  not  an  officer  of  the  State,  but  of  the 
run itly  But  though  elected,  under  our  con- 
stitution, by  tbe  qualified  voters  of  a  county, 
I  am  clearly  ol  the  opinion  that  he  is,  in  the 
constitutional  sense,  an  officer  of  the  State. 
I  think  the  terms  executive  or  judicial  officer 
iu  any  State  employed  in  the  Constitution, 
are  not  used  to  designate  only  such  officers 
in  a  State  as  exercise  authority  in  such  Slate 
coextensive  with  its  limits,  but  to  designate 
officers  who  hold  office  under  StaK>  authority 
in  contradistinction  to  those  who  hold  under 
the  authority  of  the  United  States.  F.very 
executive  and  judicinl  officer  iu  this  State, 
whether  his  jurisdiction  is  confined  to  a  dis- 
trict or  county,  or  extends  to  tho  whole  State 
holds  his  office  under  the  State,  and  is  un 
officer  of  the  State  and  not  of  the  United 
States,  because  he  exercises  bis  function  in 
virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  Slate. 

4.  It  is  conteuded  that  the  Constitutional 
amendment  is  prospective  in  its  operation 
only,  and  that  tho  having  engaged  in  rebel- 
lion prior  to  i;s  r:;l  (icalion  does  not  ui.-iquali- 
fy  the  defendant  Irom  holding  his  office. 

To  consider  this  objection,  it  is  necessary 
to  examine  the  language  of  the  amendment 
critically.  So  much  of  it  as  we  need  examine 
is  found  in  the  third  section,  which  reads  ns 
follows:  "No  person  shall  be  a  Senator  or 
Representative  in  Congress,  or  elector  of 
President  and  Vice-President,  or  hold  any 
office,  civil  or  military,  under  the  United 
States,  who,  having  previously  taken  au  oath 
as  a  member  of  Congress,  or  ns  an  officer  of 
the  United  Slates,  or  as  a  member  of  a  Stato 
Legislature,  or  as  an  executive  or  judicial  of- 
ficer of  any  State,  to  support  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  Slates,  shall  have  engaged  in 
insurrection  or  rebellion  against  ihe  some, 
or  given  aid  or  comfort  to  the  enemies  there- 
of. But  Congress  may  by  a  voto  of  two  thirds 
of  eacb  house,  remove  such  disability. 

The  argument  is  that,  the  words  "shall 
have"  engaged  in  insurrection  or  rebellion,  re 
ter  to  an  insurrection  or  rebellion  occuriug 
fulureXo  the  ratification  of  the  instrument  in 
which  they  are  found,  and  prior  to  the  holding 
of  the  office  mentioned.  It  cannot  be  denied- 
thatthe  word  'shall,'  in  our  language,  is  used 
to  express  future  time, and  that  the  wonWshitl 
hate  are  used  to  express  the  perfect  future, 
that  is  something  complete  at  some  time 
future  to  some  past  event  and  prior  to  some 
future  event.  But  they  are  not  always,  or 
hardly  generally  employed  in  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States  to  denote  an  act  complete 
future  to  the  time  of  the  writing  or  ratifica- 
tion of  the  Constitution. 

Take,  for  instance,  the  provision  in  the 
second  subdivision  of  section  2,  article  1,  of 
the  Constitution;  "No  person  shall  be  a  repre- 
sentative who  shall  not  have  attained  to  the 
age  of  twenty-five  years,"  Ac.  If  the  words 
"shall  have"  necessarily  refer  to  a  time  future 
to  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution 
in  which  they  arc  found,  then  it  follows  that 
all  those  citizens  of  the  United  States  who 
had  attained  the  age  of  twenty  live  years  be- 
fore its  adoption  were  disqualified  from  being 
representatives.  But  it  has  never  entered  in- 
to the  brain  of  any  one  that  such  is  the  mean- 
ing of  this  provision.  Similar  language  is  to 
be  found  in  the  third  subdivision  of  the  second 
Bection,  in  tbe  fifth  subdivision  ol  section  1 
of  article  2,  and  perhaps  in  other  parts  of  the 
Constitution.  I  repeat  no  one  has  ever  con- 
ceived that  this  language  has  any  such  mean- 
ing as  the  one  suggested,  and  it  manifestly 
husno8uch  meauiug. 

In  tbe  amendment  we  are  considering  the 
words  "shall  have,"  undoubtedly  refer  to  an 
future  J.o  the  ratification  of  the  amend 
metit.  They  refer  to  an  act  that  is— an  insur- 
rection or  rebellion  occurring— future  to  the 
taking  of  an  oath  to  support  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States,  but  have  no  relation 
whatever  to  the  time  of  the  ratification  of  the 
Constitution.  Even  if  the  strict  grammatical 
use  of  these  words  "shall  have"  would  ordi- 
narily make  them  refer  to  an  act  future  to  the 
ratification  of  the  amendment,  their  employ- 
ment elsewhere  in  the  Constitution  iu  a  differ- 
ent sense  would  require  that  meaning  to  be 
given  to  thum  here,  which  they  have  else- 
where in  ihe  game  instrument.  Usage  of 
speech  or  luuguage  in  any  instrument  must 
determine  tbe  meaning  of  words  or  sentences 
employed  iu  it  irrespective  of  strict  grainmat 
cal  construction.  But  I  am  far  from  con- 
sidering that  strict  grammar  requires  the 
construction  contended  for  by  the  defendant. 

On  the  contrary,  the  rules  of  just  construc- 
tion unite  with  all  we  know  of  the  history  of 
the  adoption  of  the  amendment  in  determin- 
ing that  the  words  "shall  have"  do  not  reler 
to  the  time  of  the  ratification  of  the  amend- 
ment They  unite  to  show  that  these  words 
refer  to  an  action  subsequent  to  the  taking  of 
an  oath  as  nn  officer  to  support  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  United  State-  no  matter  when  that 
oath  was  taken,  whether  prior  or  subsequent 
to  the  ratification  of  the  amendment),  and 
prior  to  the  claiming  of  effice. 

The  history  of  this  amendment  is  fresh  in 
the  memory  of  us  all.  There  is  hardly  a  cbild 
n  the  land  who  does  not  know  it,  and  who 
does  not  know  that  the  amendment  was 
specially  intended  to  disqualify  from  holding 
office  those  persons  who  had  as  officers  taken 
au  oath  to  support  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  Stales,  and  had  engaged  in  the  late 
rebellion.  And  should  I  hold  that  it  w  as  only 
intended  to  disqualify  those  who  should  en- 
gage in  some  future  rebellion  (as  the  defend- 
ant contends),  it  would  shock  tbe  common 
sense  of  the  nation. 

The  original  Constitution  had  provided, 
that  Se  nators  aud  Representatives  in  Con- 
gress', the  members  of  the  several  State 
Legislatures,  and  all  executive  and  judicial 
officers,  both  of  the  United  States  and  of  the 
several  States,  should  be  bound  by  oath  to 
support  it,  and  it  being  found  that  many  who 
had  taken  this  outh  did,  in  the  late  rebellion 
make  war  on  the  Constitution,  the  nation  ex- 
pressed its  will  and  determination  in  the 
amendment  that  such  persons  should  here- 
after be  forever  disqualified  to  hold  office,  un- 
less relieved  ol  disabilities  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  ot  each  House  of  Congress. 

I  have  not  been  unmindful  of  the  rule,  that 
no  stat  ute  should  receive  such  a  construction 
as  to  give  it  a  retroactive  operation,  unless 
its  language  imperiously  demunds  it  And 
I  am  inclined  to  think  that  this  rule,  which 
is  founded  in  reason  and  justice,  is  to  be  ap- 
plied to  the  construction  of  the  general  pro- 
visions of  constitution*  or  fundamental  laws, 
as  well  as  to  the  ordinary  statutes.  But  it 
hardly  applo  s  to  those  provisions  in  our  con- 
stitutions, which  prescribe  qualifications  of 
Old  officers  have  been  loo  frequently 


Bent  drift  from  tbeir  offices,  by  amendments 
of  our  several  State  constitutions,  for  it  to  be 
regarded  as  any  violation  of  the  rule  of  light, 
in  the  American  Bense,  should  the  people  de- 
termine to  proscribe  new  qualification  of 
office,  even  to  the  ejecting  of  existing  officers 
from  their  positions. 

But  the  amendment  which  we  have  been 
considering  does  not  in  my  opinion  possess 
any  of  the  harshness  of  ordinary  provisions 
prescribing  new  qualifications  of  office.  It 
only  supplies  what  was  almost  implied  in  the 
old  constitution.  For,  surely,  it  is  not  too 
much  to  say  that  the  old  Constitution  al- 
most implied  that  those  officers  who  had 
taken  au  oath  to  support  it  and  had  made 
reckless  war  upon  it.  should  not  be  allowed 
to  reprat  the  farce  of  taking  a  new  oath  to 
support  it 

So  far  from  this  constitutional  amendment 
being  harsh,  tt  has  been  regarded  by  some  as, 
in  some  sense,  au  act  of  grace — as,  in  fact, 
relieving  traitors  from  the  severe  penalties 
of  treason,  and  subjecting  them  only  to  the 
slight  punishmeni  ot  disuualification  trora 
holding  office  under  a  Constitution  which 
they  had  violated.  I  do  not  myself  admit  this 
construction  I  think  the  provision,  in  no 
just  senBe,  prescribes  any  punishment.  It 
simply  adds  another  disqualification  to  the 
holding  of  office.  And,  though  the  time  has 
arrived  when,  in  the  judgment  of  many  of  our 
wisest  statesmen,  these  disabilities  should  be 
remoi  ed,  no  one  cau  say  it  was  unjust  in  the 
nation  lo  impose  them. 

Let  the  demurrer  be  overruled.  A  similar 
order  will  be  Mitered  in  the  case  of  Triplett; 
but  I  reserve  for  further  consideration  the 
case  of  Crouch,  because  I  seriously  doubt 
whether  a  deputy  cLirk  is  an  fjfbsr  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Constitution.*  1  wish  lurther 
time  to  consider  the  question.

A  correspondent*!)!'  the  Loudon  Times,  wri- 
ting from  Wilhelmshohe  uuder  the  date  of 
September  18,  gives  the  following  account  in 
relation  to  ihe  daily  life  of  Napoleon  : 

After  two  days'  stay  at  the  Grand  Hotel 
Schombardt  Princess  Mary  of  Baden,  I  hu  h 
ess  of  Hamilton,  whose  arrival  at  Wilhelms- 
hohe 1  announced  in  my  last  letter,  left  us 
again  on  Tliursday  en  route  for  Frankfort. 
She  spent  a  good  deal  of  her  time  at  the  pal 
ace,  aud  was  the  Kmperor's  guest  at  dinner 
on  both  days.  In  attendance  upon  her  were 
Herr  von  Leuprechting  and  Frauleiu  von  Co- 
hausen. 

The  hospitality  one*  shown  to  Prince  Lou- 
is Napoleon  in  Englaud  seems  likely  to  be 
repeated  towards  the  nethroned  Napoleon  IU. 
for  tho  Duchess  had  hardly  departed  when 
Lady  Cowley  arrived.  It  is  a  touching  proof 
of  the  fact  that  tbe  esteem  which  Lord  Cow- 
ley enjoyed  for  so  many  years  at  the  Tulcries 
as  the  Ambassador  of  the  Court  of  St  lamtl, 
and  the  close  friendship  which  consequently 
sprang  up  between  his  own  and  the  imperial 
tainily,  have  not  vanished  or  been  obliterated 
by  the  misfortune  which  has  now  befallen  ihu 
Napoleonic  dynasty.  Iu  her  emergency  the 
Empress  Eugenie  uppeals  to  the  friendship 
of  Lady  Cowley,  ami  the  latter  consents  at 
once  to  be  a  messenger  between  tho  wife  and 
the  husband,  so  distant  from  each  other.  As 
I  communicated  to  you  by  telegraph,  the 
Countess  came  early  in  the  morning,  and, 
having  nligbted  at  the  hotel,  she  went  at  once 
on  her  mission  to  Napoleon.  What  a  heart- 
stirring  meeting  it  must  have  been !  After 
remaining  at  the  Palaee  for  several  hours, 
her  Ladyship  returned  to  iho  hotel,  and,  hav- 
ing partaken  of  a  hurried  dinner,  returned  on 
her  noble  errand  by  the  Frankfort  train,  tin- 
m'ndfulof  the  fatigues  of  a  wearisome  jour- 
ney. 

I  have  seen  an  account  in  several  papers 
relating  to  a  young  man  having  been  arrest 
ed  by  the  police  on  the  12th  inst,  at  Wil- 
helmshohe, whose  object  had  been  tke  assas- 
sination of  Napoleon.  Upon  inquiries  i  in 
stituted  I  can  give  you  the  following,  ou  good 
anthority,  as  the  truth: — A  youth  of  Berlin, 
having  embe/.zled  some  money  belonging  to 
his  master  had  been  truccd  to  Cassel.  and 
after  some  resistance  on  his  part  he  was  ta- 
ken into  custody  at  Wilhelmshohe,  whithir 
he  had  strolled  just  to  have  a  glimpse  of  the 
imperial  prisoner.  For  some  reason  or  other  he 
had  bought  a  pocket  pistol  in  Cassel,  which 
was  found  upon  him  when  arrested,  and  from 
tbia  circumstance  people — in  war  time  al- 
ways too  prone  to  exaggeration— inferred  the 
crime  imputed  to  him. 

As  to  the  present  life  ot  th<»  Emperor,  it  is 
marked  by  tho  same  uniformity  I  have  men- 
tioned already  iu  my  former  letter.  He  is 
taking  his  regular  walks  in  the  close  vicinity 
of  tho  palace.  Only  once  last  week  he  had  a 
two  hours'  drive  by  a  road  leading  through 
the  neighboring  villages  Kirehditmohl  and 
Harleshausen,  returning  by  way  ot  the  R:.- 
Ken-Allee,  a  road  formerly  kept  for  the  ex- 
clusive use  of  the  Elector,  and  connecting 
Wilhelmshohe  with  the  hunting  castle  Wil- 
helmsthal,  five  miles  distaut.  The  party  con- 
sisted of  nine,  all  of  them  being  French, 
Raimbaud,  mounted  on  horseback,  riding  in 
front,  and  Comte  Davillier  at  thi  side  of  the 
carriago.  The  Emperor,  with  tho  rest,  was 
seated  ou  a  char-a-banc,  drawn  by  four  hor- 
ses. To  amend  his  equipage,  a  tew  days  ago 
a  royai  carriage  was  sent  over  from  Berlin, 
together  with  a  team  of  six  beautiful  black 
horses. 

Inside  the  palac?  there  are  many  memoriul 
signs  of  the  past.  Iu  ihe  billiurd  room  stands 
the  identical  billiard  table  of  his  royal  uncle, 
as  also  the  cues  with  tbe  initials  "J.  N."  en- 
graved upon  them  Leaving  the  ante  room, 
where  the  rules  of  the  game,  printed  in 
French,  are  still  hanging,  he  may  enter  the 
front  vestibule,  aud,  looking  down  ou  the 
lovely  valley  before  him,  his  eyes  may  chance 
to  rest  upon  an  inscripiiou  on  the  glass  pun 
el,  cut  with  a  diamond  ring  by  some  attend- 
ant of  King  Jerome,  "  rira  le  Roi  >."  with  the 
retort  underneath,  "Le  R>i  est  diiparu,  vice 
(Ekcteurf

Wc  have  found  that  witb  most  excellent 
planning,  Monday  will  be  a  pretty  bard  day 
for  the  young  housekeeper,  ^ud  therefore  more 
planning  is  necessary  for  her  comfort. 

Upon  rising  Tuesday  morning,  she  will  n<>t 
feel  as  brisk  as  she  did  Monday  morning:  in- 
deed it  is  too  ofleu  the  caRe  that  tbe  wife  and 
mother  is  more  weary  iu  LIm  morning  than  at 
night  That  is  not  as  it  sbould  be.  by  any 
means,  hot  nevertheless  it  is  so.  Tbe  good 
man  is  up  bright  and  early  as  usual,  although 
his  work  tbe  day  before  was  not  easy  by  any 
means,  but  '"balmy  sleep;  kind  Nature's  sweet 
■KStorer,"  has  worked  wonders  for  him;  while 
lite  teething  babe,  aching  arms  or  shoulders 
grim  care-,  or  other  thing,  has  kept  her  worried 
and  wakeful  while  he  slept.  That  being  the 
case,  do  not  think  of  doinz  all  your  ironing, 
hut  only  the  plain  clothes,  thereby  catching 
a  cfcaaee  perhaps  to  read  the  papers  or  a 
•tory  in  6ome  maguziuc. 

If  the  plan  of  cookiug  no  dinner  on  Monday 
be  followed,  there  will  of  course  be  nothing 
left  over  for  Tuesday,  and  one  must  be 
prepared.  And  here  let  me  recommend  my 
way  of  loaxliMtf  meat,  which  is  very  easy, 
makes  a  luscious  dinner,  and  costs  much  less 
than  the  usual  method.  Bay  a  piece  out  of 
the  shoulder  of  a  beef  creaturo,  which  we  get 
here  for  fourteen  cents  per  pound,  when  a 
piece  to  roast  costs  thirty.  Wash  it  in  cold 
water:  put  just  enough  hot  water  into  the 
"dish-kettle"  to  cover  the  rim;  then  lay  an 
old-fashioned  steamer,  which  is  a  roand  piece 
of  tin.  a  little  smaller  than  yonr  kettle,  full  of 
bole*.  Upon  that  lay  your  meat,  keeping  it 
entirely  out  of  water.  Cook  in  this  way  a 
piece  that  wc  itf!)?  !:ve  or  six  pounds  (our  hours 
Then  take  it  out  very  carefully,  as  it  is  sup- 
posed to  be  eacecdiugly  tender;  thicken  and 
salt  the  gravy  to  your  taste,  put  the  meat  back, 
dmrn  imto  Ike gragy,  boil  slowly  twenty  min- 
utes Take  out  upon  a  platter  and  serve  as  you 
The  gravy   is   very  rich

FRIED  OYSTERS.

Select  large  oysters;  grain  thoroughly:  place 
them  singly  in  a  towel  and  wipe  dry.  Dip  ia 
•gg  and  cream  well  beaten,  then  in  cracker 
crumbs — (the  crumbs  sbould  be  seasoned 
with  salt  and  pepper.)  Have  ready  a  large 
kettle  of  boiling  lard,  and  fry  to  a  delicate 
brown.    Send  to  table  often  and  hct. 

Serve  Mayounaise  dressing  or  lemon,  with 
fried  oysteri.

For,  if  the 
"good  man"  could  onlv  believe  it,  he  would 
find  that  a  tired,  aching  body,  is  the  cause  of 
many  a  fretful  word,  anil  did  he  soothe  the 
weary  one  by  gentle  answi-r.:,  such  as  turn 
away  wrath,  the  sun  of  domestic  happiness 
would  be  hidden  but  a  moment.  But  alas! 
man  iu  bis  mantiif  can  realize  but  little  of 
the  delicate  nerves  and  sensitive  muscles  of 
the  fair  creature  he  calls  wile. 

ekepixu  mim  h  cow*. 

Friend  Sbarpicss  gives  us  a  nice  picture  of 
his  cows  in  Country  Gentleman  of  S»pt.  15 
But  the  cost  — 10  ceuts  per  day— will  that  do? 
The  amount  (or  seven  months  is  fSM.  far  be- 
yond the  average  income  of  cows:  and  if  we 
add  the  summer  keeping,  the  best  dairies  will 
fall  below  it  It  is  an  axiom  among  our  dairy- 
men here,  in  Southern  Herkimer  Co  ,  that 
much  grain  fed  to  stock  will  not  pay — that  is, 
to  keep  it  fattening  is  a  different  thing,  and 
may  pay  or  may  not  Sometimes  it  does  not, 
and  generally  not  too  much.  For  milch  cows 
it  will  not  pa3';  so  it  is  thought  here. 

There  is  one  thing  that  will  pay— that  does 
pay.  It  is  the  fec*dingof  green,  tender  hay, 
cut  green  and  young;  and  then  from  such  hay 
— it  may  be  said  grass — butter  is  made  equal 
to  summer  and  fall  butter,  not  equaling  only 
the  early  June  butter.  The  quantity  of  miik 
is  large  in  November  and  December,  and 
again  in  calving  time.  T;:ere  is  an  excellent 
flow  of  milk,  not  quite  so  rich  perhaps  as  grain 
would  make  it,  but  rich  and  copious;  and  it 
was  brought  without  the  great  expense,  the 
cost  not  being  more  than  half. 

When  summer  opens,  your  cow  is  still 
•trong,  and  will  continue  in  that  condition  on 
good  feed — that  is,  good  pasture,  and  when  get- 
ting short,  fed  on  cornstalks  provided  for  her, 
which  is  but  a  continuation  of  the  green 
pasture  And  when  winter  comes,  yoar  cow 
will  still  be  round  and  strong — not  over-fed, 
not  over-straiued  with  grain,  but  what  a  cow 
should  be— a  quiet  domestic  animal,  support- 
ing the  dairy,  mtended  for  milk,  not  to  be 
driven,  either  too  hard  by  boys,  oryoked  as  in 
Europe.  Such  a  cow,  a  milk  giving  mother, 
needs  but  sufficient  strength  for  her  purpose, 
and  that  is  not  much  in  her  quiet  routine. 
She  uaeds  good  treatment:  that  is  the  great 
point  She  grows  under  it,  but  deteriorates 
with  abuse,  and  that  rapidly.  Give  her  warm 
winter  quarters  and  plenty  of  water  with  her 


TOMATO  riGS. 

Among  the  new  articles  capable  ol  being 
utilised  and  converted  into  money  on  the 
farm,  nothing  to  us  looks  more  plausible 
than  the  making  of  tomato  figs..  The  taste  for 
tomato,  whether  a  natural  o»  acquired  one,  is 
universally  popular — and  there  is  hardly  a 
vegitable  which  the  public  demand  has  re- 
quired to  be  cooked  and  prepared  for  present 
and  permanent  use.  in  such  a  great  variety 
of  ways:  as  tomatoes,  and  which  retains  so 
readily  its  peculiar  flavor. 

The  time  will  probably  come  when  large 
fields  of  them  will  bo  cultivated  expressly  for 
converting  into  figs.  They  retain  the  tomt- 
to  tasfe,  keep  as  well  as  the  others,  and  could 
as  readily  bo  exported  or  shipped  loog  dis- 
tances. Large  drying  apparatus  must  of 
course  be  constructed  for  the  wholesale  fig 
business,  and  other  arrangements  to  cones 
pond;  but  we  predict  those  who  first  go  into  it 
will  make  a  great  deal  of  money.  The  toma- 
to vines  produces  enormously,  and  the  busi- 
ness seem«;mueh  more  plausible  than  the 
"hand  cheese"  would  have  appeared  to  us, 
and  which  is  now  so  great  a  success. 

The  following  is  the  recipe  for  making  to- 
mato figs;  which  we  have  known  tried  with 
the  best  results. 

"Collect  a  lot  of  ripe  tomatoes  about  one 
inch  in  diameter,  skin  and  stew  them  ia  the 
usual  manner,  wheu  done  lay  them  on  dishes, 
flatten  them  slightly,  and  spread  over  them  a 
light  layer  of  pulverizod  white,  or  best  brown 
sugar:  expose  them  to  a  summer's  sun,  or 
place  them  iu  a  drying  house;  wheu  as  dry 
as  fresh  figs,  pack  in  an  old  fig  or  small  box- 
es, with  sugar  between  each  layer.  If  pro- 
perly managed  the  difference  cannot  be  de- 
tected from  the  veritable  article." 

Modifications  maybe  made  by  further  ex 
per  ence,  but  the  process  is  very  simple,  and 
they  could  probably  be  put  on  the  market 

and  yield  a  good  profit  at  half  the  price  of 
Smyrna  figs — and  are  so  much  the  better, 
that  the  latter  would  to  a 
perceedsd.

aclls,  stated  that  he  went  throagh  tlte  markets 
of  RiMton,  not  long  since,  and  asked  every 
dealer  that  he  could  find  what  proportion  of 
tbe  butter  brought  into  the  market  was  strict- 
ly prime,  and  he  wis  struck  with  the  wonder 
ful  unanimity  of  the  response  "not  one  pound 
in  ten,"  or— "not  one  tub  iu  ten. "  He  sUU  d 
a  fact  not  unknown  to  others,  however,  that 
of  the  butter  ia  "doctored,"  and 
lore  salable  after  coming  into  tbe 
market. 

There  is  not,  however,  any  process  known 
by  which  a  greasy,  p  ».,r  quality  of  butter  can 
be  made  to  assumo  a  wavy,  fair  consistency, 
or  by  which  a  unity  butter,  hue  flavor  can  be 
given  to  butter  made  from  poor  feed  or  by 
uncleanly  processes.  One  circumstance  in 
relation  to  the  best  butter  is  not  generally  un- 
daislood— it  it  that  very  little  of  it  finds  ita 
way  to  tbe  open  market,  aud  the  price  at 
which  it  ia  sold  is  never  quoted. 

Many  of  the  producers  of  strictly  prime 
butter  have  regular  customers  who  take  it  at 
prices  much  above  the  market,  and  if,  by 
chance,  a  dealer  gets  hold  of  any  of  it  he  has 
customers  always  waiting  fur  it,  aud  he  is 
moreover  very  careful  that  the  producer  aad 
consumer  do  not  become  knowu  to  each  other.
